Latest ploy in Delaware Park's deter- 
mined campaign to focus attention on the 
Delaware Handicap.

Blum Beat the Brazen One; 
Rescue of “Hunter’s Moon IV

“Pm not mad at anyone any more.” 

These were the sentiments of jockey 
Walter Blum after he had won Bowie's 
Barbara Frietchie Handicap aboard Lily- 
Ann Stable’s  Guayana. His second 
Frietchie success in less than 4 months’ 
time—the previous renewal was November 
27 at Bowie's fall meeting—assuaged 
Blum’s painful memories of being dis- 
qualified with Elkcam Stable’s Ifabody in 
the Burch Memorial Handicap a week 
earlier. 

After films of Burch. 
stewards ruled that Ifabody had impeded 
horses in his bold rush to the wire. took 
down his number. and elevated Brazen 
Brat to the winner’s position. Thus. revenge 
was sweet for Blum when he evened the 
score with Brazen Brat in the Frietchie. 

In the closing moments of play the 
wagering public believed discretion the 
better part of loyalty and shifted favoritism 
from the Pistorio entry of Brazen Brat 
and Singing Beauty to Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s 
Cerise Reine. It was of little avail. how- 
ever. since the Rice mare. sharing top 
weight of 124 pounds with Brazen Brat. 
showed symtoms of Wideneritis and 
finished third after a plucky fight and a 
hustling ride from Bill Hartack. Brazen 
Brat. under wraps while her stablemate 
winner of the first Frietchie in 1952. 
softened up the early speed. failed to 
deliver her usual lethal punch. 

Guayana. fifth choice in the betting. 
broke slowly as wont. re- 
strained while Cerise Reine. Ros Clag.

Mrs. Tad Legere has been established 
at the Columbia course since 1951. when 
Clarence Buxton. who'd been there for 
18 years. decided to turn over his lease 
on the county fair grounds to Mrs. Legere 
and her partner.

A 5-foot dynamo. usually clad in a plaid 
lumberjack’s coat and heavy boots, Mrs. 
Legere whizzes along each day. attend- 
ing to the wants of the horsemen who are 
her wintertime tenants. seeing to the foot- 
ing on the track and the condition of the 
stables. and operating the track feed busi- 
ness, 

Columbia’s chief customer and best ad- 
vertisement is one of racing’s elder states- 
men, Max Hirsch, who seems to come off 
South Carolina winters as fit as the many 
horses in his stable. Known as the condi- 
tioner who has more owners in the Tiffany 
class than most trainers have horses, 
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| Roundup of Some Horses 
In Training at Columbia 


Hirsch this winter has 54 horses tighten- 
ing over the mile track. While Northern 
ovals close during winter months. and 
Kentuckians consider themselves lucky to 
be on the track at all. Columbia brags it 
missed only a day of actual work this 
vear. 

In a short while of talking to the man 
who's saddled 3 Kentucky Derby winners. 
it soon is obvious that the main object 
of his affection this season is King Ranch’s 
High Gun. now a 4-year-old. One of the 
main contributors to the 1954 title of lead- 
ing stallion for his sire. *Heliopolis. High 
Gun took his time settling into racing last 
year. but then won the Belmont and 
Sysonby Stakes. Jockey Club Gold Cup 
and 3 other stakes once he got going. 

Heavily staked this year. High Gun has 
tremendously throughout the 
winter. but Hirsch isn’t certain when he'll 
first go to the post. but may be around 
the time of the Surburban Handicap. set 
for May 30. 

Pausing in front of the horse’s stall. 
which sports 2 signs, “Assault Slept Here” 
and below that “High Gun Takes Over.” 
Hirsch emphasizes with hand motions how 
the horse. which is standing in fully 2 
feet of clean straw, has improved. 

“He forks good,” he observes. half to 
himself in a husky whisper. “Got a fine

arm. He’s not a pretty horse, but you can 
hardly fault him.” Then brusquely over 
his shoulder. “I’m talkin’ about the way 
a horse runs. and the way he oughta look 
to run.” 
Stabled in 
moldy green-black color, the horses peer 
out on a walking ring. Hirsch notes these 
barns are the best type for the South 
Carolina climate as they seem to capture 
all the sunshine and air. Nearby are many 
small sand-bottom paddocks. used for turn- 
ing out. These allow horses to exercise 


one-story buildings of a 


while soaking up the sun, and horsemen 
call them “sun parlors.” 

Right now Hirsch appears weakest in 
his 3-year-old division, having nothing to 
recommend for the spring classics except 
possibly Mainlander, a colt out of Bee 
Mac from Middlegrounds’ first crop. 
Lightly campaigned last year. the colt 
now has been fired and Hirsch says he 
“could be a fair 3-year-old.” 

Reports had come to Florida that Hirsch 
had a corking bunch of juveniles, but mid- 
March found him discouraged with the lot 
of them. They looked good on paper, but 
the first real work turned up the usual 
crop of mushroomy ankles and sore shins, 
and much soft fat seemed determined to 
stay on. 

Peering from under an uptilted hat 
brim that rested hazardously on his eye- 
brows. Hirsch said. “I thought during the 
winter I had a nice lot of horses. The 
farther I go with ’em the weaker I get. 
I haven't seen that champion come up yet. 
The one I'm lookin’ for just hasn’t shown 
himself.” 

Among the 2-vear-olds which Hirsch is 
trying to make something of is a Citation 
colt. out of Emblem which cost King 
Ranch $21.000 at auction and which, even 
though closely resembling his sire at the 
same age. is “nobody’s pretty child.” He’s 
well grown, however, and already appears 
to be settling down to business. 

Another object of much interest is a 
bay colt by *Royal Charger out of 
Clovelly that cost a New Jersey syndicate 
$43.000 at Saratoga last summer. Named 
*Royal Devon. he is shaping up well, but 
Hirsch thinks he’s inclined toward sulki- 
ness. 

Perhaps. outside of his ace card High 
Gun. he’s strongest in the filly-and-mare 
division. On edge now and ready for early 
Eastern competition is J. S. Phipps’ Spin- 
ning Top. a 5-year-old mare that had a 
good stakes record each year she raced. 
Riverina. a 4-year-old by *Princequillo 
out of Bee Mac. won the Acorn Stakes in 
a dead heat with Happy Mood last season 
and is right on racing form. Hirsch also 
has Sin Igual and On Your Own, both 
sisters to Assault. that will be tough this 
year.

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William R. Coe 


William Robertson who died 
March 14 at his Palm Beach, 
Fla.. at the age of 85. was a many-sided 


Coe. 
home in 
business leader who for about 20° vears 
was prominent in Thoroughbred racing 
and breeding. 

Mr. Coe. born in Worcestershire. Eng- 
land. on June 6. 1869. came to the U. S. 
with his family 1883 and settled in 
Philadelphia. where. at the age of 16. he 
took with the insurance 
brokerage firm of Johnson and Higgins. 
In 1893 he was transferred to the New 
York offices of the of which he 
became president in 1910. He had numer-

ous other business interests. and became 
one of the country’s leading financiers. 
His connection with racing began in 
1912. when members of the Piping Rock 
Club established a pool for the purchase 
of yearlings. in an attempt to rehabilitate 
racing in New York after the oppressive 
measures enacted under Gov. Charles 
Evans Hughes had obliterated the sport. 
A few years later he set up a stud of 
Thoroughbreds on the big Wyoming ranch 
he had purchased in 1910 from W. F. 
(Buffalo Bill) Cody. When the prospects 


of the Wyoming venture dimmed, he 
sent his mares to Kentucky and. in the 


1920°s. bought the land which he named 
Shoshone Farm (now Spindletop). There 
he developed one of the country’s most 
successful studs. 

The first outstanding runner to carry 
the Coe silks was Cleopatra. best 3-year- 
old filly of the 1920 season and as a 
broodmare a principal contributor to the 
stable’s later success. Her son Pompey 
was the best 2-year-old of 1925 and was 


Mr. Coe raced in the 1930°s. Another top- 
class mare bought and raced by Mr. Coe 
was Black Maria. which died at Shoshone 
after having produced only one foal. Other 
good runners included Sweep Out. Be- 
gorra. Pilate. Vanity. Conclave. Caruso, 
Black Majesty. Pomposity, Laughing 
Queen. Polonaise. Osculator, Ladyman. 

In the summer of 1934. shortly after 
Ladysman had beaten Equipoise in the 
Suburban Handicap. Mr. Coe instructed 
farm manager Hugh Fontaine to arrange 
a dispersal of his racing and breeding 
stock and to put Shoshone Farm on the 
market. He rescinded the order a week or 
so after it had been given. but reinstated it 
the following year. The stock at the farm 
was dispersed by auction in November. 
1935. A bargain from that sale was the 
High Time mare Dinner Time. which went 
to George D. Widener for $6.000. The Pil- 
ate foal she was carrying was Eight Thirty. 
Though the stud was among the best in 
the country. the 49 mares averaged only 
$2.049. Pompey brought $20.000. Osculator 
$18.000: Pilate. become 
of the most successful of his 
time. went to Audley Farm for $4.600. In 
the sale of Shoshone yearlings at Saratoga 
in 1935. J. H. Louchheim got the Futurity 
winner Pompoon for $2.000. 

In the depression market of the 1930°s 
the dispersal prices were considered good. 
but were not comparabale to the 
high figures Mr. Coe had paid for some 
of his horses in the boom market of the 
1920°s—a reported $110.000 for The Finn 
in 1923. $105.000 for Friar Rock after 
The Finn died in 1925. $70.000 for the 
yearling Hustle On in 1927.

VICTORY. Elsewhere on the Maryland 
scene there is jubliation that Timonium 
won its Federal Court decision against the 
government in a $107.066 tax case. 

The government had maintained that 
racing revenue was subject to taxation 
since racing was an unrelated phase of 
business at the Maryland State Fair. 
Timonium claimed tax exemption under 
the provisions of the religious. charitable. 
scientific. literary. or educational clause. 
In pleading its case Timonium revealed 
that racing was responsible for $527.620 
of the fair’s 1951 gross revenue of $687.- 
438. 

The decision in Timonium’s favor will 
save the track from $40.000 to $50.000 a 
year in taxes. The government has 60 days 
in which to appeal. 

Plans for rebuilding the Baltimore 
County course have been complete for 
some time. but the decision to go ahead 
was held in abeyance pending the outcome 
of the tax case.

The Best Italian 2-Year-Olds 
As Ranked in Free Handicap 


Paris 

Italian and French racing already have 
resumed. and in Italy the leader of the 
Free Handicap. Ribot. has made his first 
appearance as a 3-year-old in the Premio 
Pisa. which he won easily on March 6. 

Ribot unbeaten in 3. starts at 2, 
Winner of a small race in his first start. 
he then took the Criterium Nazionale 
(Milan. September 26. °4-mile. 1.800.000 
lire) by 2 lengths from Zenodoto and 
Maenza. Favorite in the Gran Criterium 
(Milan. October 24. 715 furlongs. 3.000.- 
000 lire). he had to struggle desperately 
to get a head advantage over Gail. 6 
lengths in front of the filly Heurette. 
which had led a long way, with Nouveau 
Cirque and Zenodoto unplaced. 

Before the Gran Criterium, Gail had 
won twice and finished third once. when 
Zenodoto beat him in the Premio del 
Dado by 245 lengths. Thus it was a sur- 
prise when he beat Zenodoto many lengths 
and ran Ribot to a head in the Gran 
Criterium. But his form was not denied 
in the Premio Chiusura (Milan, November 
14. 7 furlongs. 5.000.000 lire), in’ which 
he triumphed in’ excellent style over 
Zagros. the 5-year-old Dumas. Heurette. 
and Orte. 

Winner of 3 races, last one being the 
Premio Bimbi (Milan, June 27, 5 furlongs, 
1.200.000 lire).

New Zealand’s 


Record Sales 


AUCKLAND 

The successes enjoyed by New Zealand- 
bred race horses in Australia last season 
brought many Australians across the Tas- 
man for the 1955 National Sales at Trent- 
ham. The presence of those visitors en- 
sured a highly successful 2-day sale. 

On opening day 143 lots were disposed 
of for 86.580 guineas. at the exceedingly 
good average of 605 guineas. These figures 
were eclipsed on the second day when 
i36 lots brought 91.375 guineas, average 
67154 guineas. Both aggregate and aver- 
age constituted an all-time record for a 
single day's sale in this country. 

Australian buyers made the sale. In 
the 2 days they acquired 124 lots for 91,- 
330 guineas. Top price was 4.500 guineas, 
paid on the first day by S. Voet. of 
Sydney. for a grand brown colt by Gabador 
from. the race mare Sierra. The 
second-highest came on the second day 
when Frank Dalton, also of Sydney. gave 
3.500 guineas for a slashing black colt 
by Gold Nip from High Glory. Third- 
highest price of 3.000 guineas was paid 
for a brown colt by Gabador from the 
Robin Goodfellow mare Marcher. He was 
bought by an agent for McTaggart and 
Company. of Brisbane. There were 5 other 
yearlings at 2.000 guineas or more. 

The biggest Australian buyer was Frank 
Dalton. who bought 6 yearlings for a 
total of 11.700 guineas. all at 4 figures. 
Another well known Sydney trainer, T. J. 
Smith. secured 10 lots for 9.645 guineas, 
the top price paid by him being for a 
colt by Gabador from Sister Sal. 

The largest number was bought by 
Strong Brothers. of Brisbane—22 lots for 
8.475 guineas—their top price being 1.150 
guineas for a colt by Pherozshah from 
Sustain. J. Shannon, of Melbourne, bought 
13 lots for 2.785 guineas: R. Roden. of 
Brisbane. 7 lots for 5,220 guineas; Theo 
of Melbourne.

With the Tanforan situation. a deficit 
of $11.000 existed at the conclusion of the 
meeting. However we had a mutual agree- 
ment with Mr. Ryan. general manager of 
Tanforan. that this amount could be 
deducted from the purse schedule and be 
used for maintenance and vanning of 
horses from Bay Meadows to Tanforan. 
This agreement was made for that one 
meeting only. 

Inasmuch as many horsemen read The 
Blood-Horse, and in my efforts to be fair 
and just, I wonder if you would run a 
small item calling it to the attention of 
the horsemen that both Hollywood Park 
and Tanforan lived up to their mutual 
agreement with the horsemen 100 per cent. 
Our relationship with Hollywood Park 
has never been better. and I feel certain 
that if you can in any way help us main- 
tain that relationship. and show the rac- 
ing world that they paid 40 per cent. you 
will. 


THE GREENE BILL 


Sen. Perry W. Greene. Grand Rapids 
Republican. last week introduced a bill in 
the Michigan Senate which would limit 
the number of race tracks in the Detroit 
area to 3—the number now in operation. 
\ similar bill. introduced last year. died 
in committee. 

The bill also contains a clause which 
would make it a crime “to administer 
stimulants or depressants to race horses. 
to conspire to do so. to allow a horse to 
race within 24 hours of receiving such 
injections. to use or possess drugs or 
devices to stimulate or depress horses at 
race tracks and to attempt in any way 
to influence the outcome of races.” 

Penalties are from $250 to $10,000. 
imprisonment up to one year.
